(“Board”) was held on the 9 th floor at 100 W. Randolph at the JRTC Building, Chicago, Illinois. 
The Open Session on Video Gaming started at approximately 10:38 A.M. Present were 
Members Lee Gould, Michael Holewinski and Maribeth Vander Weele. Chainnan Jaffe 
participated via speaker phone. 

APPROVAL OF MINUTES - 

Member Vander Weele moved that the Board approve the open session minutes of its 
Regular Meeting of February 21, 2013. Member Vander Gould seconded the motion. The 
Board approved the motion unanimously by roll call vote. 

ADMINISTRATOR’S COMMENTS - 


Administrator Ostrowski summarized the progress on video gaming. 

MANUFACTURER, DISTRIBUTORS AND SUPPLIERS LICENSEE ITEMS - 

• Chicago Gaming Company - Manufacturer and Distributor License Renewals 

Based on staffs investigation, Member Gould moved that the Board renew the 
Manufacturer and Distributor Licenses of Chicago Gaming Company, effective 
March 20, 2013, for a term of one year, expiring in March 2014. Member Vander 
Weele seconded the motion. The Board approved the motion unanimously by roll call 
vote. 

• Golden Route Operations LLC - Initial Manufacturer, Distributor and Supplier 
Licenses 

Based on staffs investigation, Member Vander Weele that the Board deny the 
Manufacturer, Distributor and Supplier License applications of Golden Route 
Operations LLC.

The 
motion passed 3 to 1.

o Based on staffs investigation, Member Vander Weele moved that the Board 
grant the requests to reapply within one year following licensure denial 
from Chaoz Sports Lounge, LLC and Paul McVey Post #1592; and deny 
the request from Long Shot To Win, Inc. Member Gould seconded the 
motion. The Board approved the motion unanimously by roll call vote. 
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At 10:57 A.M. Member Vander Weele motioned to adjourn and Member Gould seconded the 
motion. All Members voted in favor of adjournment.
